Our advice 
to those who discover they have 
been so cheated by the GBC is as 
follows: 

• Accept that you have actively 
shared in and promoted a huge 
offence to Srila Prabhupada, and so 
your devotional service is only just 
beginning today. 

• See the whole fiasco as a 
learning experience, not as an 
excuse to do nothing.

Fallen guru shelter 
syndrome continues 

R eaders of BTP 9 will recall the 
astonishing statement of HH 
Bhakti Caru Swami (BCS) who, just 
2 years after admitting that the 
falldown of fellow guru Harikesa 
was proof that ISKCON was "going 
in the wrong direction", now states 
that Harikesa is a person one 
can take shelter of! The reason 
BCS gave for this sudden U-turn 
is that "Harikesa Prabhu is my 
Godbrother". Devotees who lived 
under Harikesa's regime may not 
find this an entirely satisfactory 
reason for seeking spiritual shelter 
at his feet. The ISKCON Germany 
Emergency and Solidarity Action 
2005-2007 Appeal, for instance, 
laments: 

"Since the zenith of the German and 
Austrian yatras under the guidance 
of Harikesh Swami, many years 
have passed. With the unexpected 
resignation from his duties as guru 
and ISKCON GBC in 1 998, the yatras 
and his disciples were left perplexed 
and disoriented. The inheritance 
of almost € 1.000.000 debts for 
abandoned projects and creditors 
as well as the caused spiritual hurts 
turned out to be a bad dream for the 
German-Austrian ISKCON temples 
and their devotees." 

Yet ISKCON's gurus who are still, 
to use GBC parlance, "in good 
standing", cannot seem to help 
recommending their fallen 
gurus as more effective spiritual 
shelters than Srila Prabhupada - 
as the following correspondence 
reveals:

Date: 01 -Oct-05 13:15 
Subject: Initiation 
>Dear Maharaj 

>Please accept my humble 
>obeisances. All glories to Srila 
>Prabhupada. 

>1 am sorry if questions become 


>over the limit. Anyway i feel 
>there is a need for this question. 
>ls Satsvarupa Das (SDG) fall 
>down? I am curious because 
>he is still guiding disciples. Does 
>lskcon agree devotees to take 
>shelter under him? Thank you. 

I think he can guide the disciples 
since it was an accidental fall 
down and he got right back up 
and is determined to never let it 
happen again. 

Here, another GBC voted-in guru, 
HH Bir Krishna das Goswami 
(BKG), confirms that in his opinion 
Satsvarupa Das Goswami (SDG), 
a sannyasi (renunciant) who 
admitted to an illicit affair with a 
married woman, and also getting 
"physically initmate" with her, 
can still act as a guru guiding his 
disciples. Further, BKG states that 
SDG'sfall down was "accidental". If 
having an affair with someone and 
getting physically intimate with 
them is an "accidental" fall down, 
pray tell what one would need 
to do to deliberately fall down?! 

Of course, the main point, as we 
have repeatedly stressed, is that 
bona fide, authorized initiating 
gurus in our disciplic succession 
do not fall down: "A bona 
fide spiritual master is in the 
disciplic succession from time 
eternal, and he does not deviate 
at all from the instructions of 
the Supreme Lord." (Bhagavad-gita 
4.42, purport) 

Perjury 

Normally if a sannyasi does 
fall down, he would do the 
honourable thing and continue 
his spiritual life in the household 
ashram. Not only did SDG cover 
up his affair until exposed by one 
of his disciples, but he maintains 
that he is still a sannyasi: 

"Yes, I am still a sannyasi by 
Prabhupada's grace" 

[SDG email 16-Dec-05 23:12]. 


Yet Srila Prabhupada states: 

"If a sannyasi is illicitly connected 
with women, all his claim 
for the honour of a sannyasi 
at once become a perjury." 

(Srimad-Bhagavatam, 1 .1 7.41 , purport, 
original 1964 edition) 

It is now surely time for the GBC 
to give up its guru charade and 
reinstate the one and only bona 
fide initiating Guru in ISKCON: His 
Divine Grace Srila Prabhupada. 

Oops... Did I really say 
that? 

Accepting Srila Prabhupada 
like Jesus in ISKCON is flawed 

"Later on, someone came up with 
the theory that Srila Prabhupada 
wanted his disciples to give initiation 
on his behalf as ritvik acaryas, and 
that all the initiates would be Srila 
Prabhupada's disciples. As a matter 
of fact, Srila Prabhupada was very 
much against this concept. At one 
point he mentioned this was the 
flaw of Christianity. Christianity 
does not accept the system of a 
present guru. They think Jesus is 
the only one and no one is coming 
to give initiation, or no one is 
coming as acarya. Therefore, 
there is no system of continuation 
of spiritual knowledge..." 
(Bhakti Caru Swami, ISKCON GBC-elected 
guru, Spiritual Connections, Vol 1 3 Jan-April 
1996, p. 6) 

But 4 years later, he said: 

Srila Prabhupada should be 
accepted as the "Jesus" of ISKCON 

"Therefore, when people ask "what 
do you mean by Srila Prabhupada's 
having the position of Founder- 
Acarya" my reply is: " WhatJesusisto 
Christianity and what Muhammed 
is to Islam, Srila Prabhupada should 
be that to ISKCON." 

(Bhakti Caru Swami, ISKCON GBC-elected 
guru, Day 3, LA Seminar, 'Questions and 
Answers', published on June 11, 2000) 


Contradictions 

Contradicting Srila Prabhupada

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Temple bannings: A human rights hypocrisy 


I n BTP 8 we reported on the 
fact that IRM sympathisers 
are banned from worshipping at 
Bhaktivedanta Manor, ISKCON's 
UK headquarters, by Temple 
President Gauri Das simply for 
"agreeing with the views and 
publications" of the IRM. Thus 
one is being punished for sim- 
ply the THOUGHTS in one's mind 
(what one "agrees with"), and not 
even for what one says or does. 
This is as gross a violation of hu- 
man rights as can be possible. 

However, at the same time 
that ISKCON UK is perpetrating 
draconian human rights abus- 
es against followers of Srila 
Prabhupada, it is not at all averse 
to invoking human rights for its 
own purposes when it suits them, 
a position rife with hypocrisy, as 
we now demonstrate. 

Human rights hypocrisy: 1996 

A decade ago, Bhaktivedanta 
Manor made great appeal to the 
violation of the human rights of 
the Hindu community as the local 
council soughttoclosethetemple 
down for public worship - an ap- 
peal which went all the way to the 
European Commission of Human 
Rights. The Temple President at 
the time, Akhandadhi Das, told a 
local newspaper: 

"There are human issues. 
We are being denied 
religious rights." (Akhandadhi 
Das, West Herts and Watford Observer, 
Friday, March 20th 1992, p. 7.) 

Ironically, after building a case 
on the violation of the human 
rights of devotees being denied 
access to the temple for worship, 
Akhandadhi himself set in 
motion a policy of banning from 
temple worship anyone who 
believes Srila Prabhupada is the 
current Guru of ISKCON; a policy 
continued by a successor (voted- 
in guru Vipramukhya Swami who 
subsequently left ISKCON with 
a young lady), and ruthlessly 
enforced to this day by current 


President Gauri Das. 

Human rights hypocrisy: 2006 

In 2006, ISKCON has joined 
with a number of Hindu or- 
ganisations under the banner 
of the "Defend Russian Hindus 
Campaign" to launch a high-pro- 
file international petition high- 
lighting the fact that the Moscow 
authorities have - at the time of 
going to press - supposedly re- 
neged on their promise to allo- 
cate land for an ISKCON temple to 
replace the old, demolished tem- 
ple, thus depriving thousands of 
'Russian Hindus' the right to wor- 
ship. Regarding this they state: 

"However, the issue 
has general significance 
because it is about freedom 
and the right to worship." 
(Bhaktivedanta Manor News Bulletin, 
January 2006). 

Meanwhile, hidden behind 
the glare of publicity on this issue 
is the hypocritical human rights 
oppression enacted by the ISKCON 
UK leadership against the "free- 
dom and the right to worship" of 
'British Hindus' who simply THINK 
that Srila Prabhupada is ISKCON's 
Guru. Clearly, before trying to lec- 
ture the Russian Government re- 
garding the rights of worship of 
Russian Hindus, ISKCON and the 
various Hindu organisations back- 
ing its cause need to defend the 
rights of Hindus closer to home. 

Child abuse hypocrisy 

Last year, ISKCON's Office of 
Child Protection issued the fol- 
lowing statement about one of its 
convicted paedophiles: 

Vakresvara Pandit das Decision 
Clarification 

by ISKCON Central Office of 
Child Protection 

Posted August 23, 2005 
The Appeals Judges'decision in 
the case of Vakresvara Pandit das 
upheld the previous CPO panel 
finding that he was responsible 


for sexual abuse of a minor. [...] 
Life time restriction will remain as 
follows: 

"If the victim of Vakresvara Pandit 
dasa attends a function at an 
ISKCON temple Vakresvara Pandit 
is present, then Vakresvara Pandit 
dasa must leave the premises, un- 
less the victim gives uncoerced 
permission for Vakresvara Pandit 
to remain." 

What is completely unbeliev- 
able is the fact that, according to 
the above statement, someone 
whom ISKCON considers a con- 
victed paedophile can actually 
enter any ISKCON temple that he 
wishes and only face minor restric- 
tions. One would have thought 
that such criminal activity might 
be a strong case for banning him 
entirely from entering an ISKCON 
temple, especially given the fact 
that ISKCON is currently paying 
compensation to child abuse vic- 
tims in a recently concluded multi- 
million dollar class action lawsuit. 
But apparently not. Much more 
criminal, according to ISKCON 
leader Gauri Das, is believing in 
Srila Prabhupada as your Guru: 

"Those who are formally 
part of or agree with the 
views and publications (of the 
IRM) are suspended by the 
Manor Temple Council from 
visiting Bhaktivedanta Manor" 
(Letter from Gauri Das, 1 7 February 2005) 

Fraud Hypocrisy 

The following message was 
publicly broadcast by the lead- 
ership of Bhaktivedanta Manor's 
ISKCON Pandava Sena Youth 
Group:

Date: Sat, 26 Nov 2005 
Subject: Dhruva Maharaj Dasa 

Dear Devotees 

It is with regret that we have to in- 
form you about the unfortunate 
behaviour of Dhruva Maharaj 


Dasa (Dhaval Patel). [...]He spent 
thousands of pounds of oth- 
er devotee's money on a varie- 
ty of things. [...] Our investiga- 
tion has found that Dhruva bor- 
rowed excessively through fraud- 
ulent means e.g. Citing Medical 
Expenses for His Holiness Bhakti 
Tirtha Maharaj (whilst in reality 
the money was used to pay cred- 
it card bills). [. . .] However, a series 
of obstructive actions by Dhruva 
Maharaj Dasa has forced us to go 
public with the situation, as well 
as to seriously consider legal pro- 
ceedings. 

We humbly request that 
Dhruva not be allowed in any way, 
shape or form to give formal class- 
es at any ISKCON function/ venue, 
and also that he not be allowed 
to perform Deity worship at any 
ISKCON function / venue. 

Again, we see that despite 
engaging in criminal activi- 
ty, the above devotee is not ac- 
tually banned from entering 
Bhaktivedanta Manor, taking 
darshan of the Deities and Srila 
Prabhupada there, or participat- 
ing in all of its functions and fes- 
tivals. 

So we see from the above that 
according to ISKCON you can still 
be allowed to participate in tem- 
ple worship even if you are: 1) 
A paedophile; 2) A fraudster. 
However, if you dare believe that 
the person who founded ISKCON, 
whose books are the basis of 
ISKCON, and who is worshipped 
every morning in every ISKCON 
temple, is the bona fide Guru of 
ISKCON then be prepared to have 
your right of worship removed. 
Further, a movement which vig- 
orously champions the rights of 
Hindus in Russia to worship is si- 
multaneously denying British 
Hindus these very same rights. 
This, of course, is sheer hypocri- 
sy, and it is no wonder therefore 
that we are living in the Kali-yuga, 
or the Age of Hypocrisy.

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Bringing Prabhupada back to the Czech Republic

T he first time I met devotees 
was in 1990 at a meeting to 
establish the Czech Vegetarian 
Society. The Communist regime 
had slowly ended and though I 
was still at school, I was actively in- 
terested in all things connected to 
vegetarianism, ecology and spirit- 
uality. I bought from Hare Krishna 
devotees a small cook book and 
Srila Prabhupada's Sri Isopanisad. 

Afterwards I started to visit 
devotees on a farm called Krisnuv 
Dvur (Krishna Farmyard) which is 
near a village where my parents 
live. My parents have a grange, 
so as a child I used to take care of 
cows. At the time when I started 
to be interested in Krishna con- 
sciousness my parents started to 
run several furniture shops and 
they gradually built up a big firm. 
At the beginning I helped them to 
manage one of their shops, but I 
was not satisfied with material life 
and I was looking for something 
else. I liked the life of devotees. I 
found hope in Srila Prabhupada's 
books that the soul does not die 
after leaving this body; and that 
in the spiritual world one can live 
amongst cows and fellow dev- 
otees in a country setting that 
I liked very much! At this time, 
rather than doing military service 
I had the opportunity to do com- 
munity service at Krisnuv Dvur. 
Turya Das, the Temple President, 
agreed that I could do this pro- 
viding I followed all the practis-

es of a devotee, including chant- 
ing 16 rounds of the Hare Krishna 
maha-montro on beads, and I 
agreed. During this time I liked 
the society of devotees and nat- 
ural country life that I knew from 
my childhood, and so I decided 
to stay at the farm. I spent three 
happy years there. We lived sim- 
ply on the farm, and were self-suf- 
ficient in food and took care of 
the cows. We hardly knew any- 
thing about the ISKCON structure, 
BTG (Back to Godhead magazine), 
GBC etc, nor did we have any in- 
terest in such things. Actually, 
even now most of the Czech dev- 
otees do not know so much of 
these things. I mostly took care 
of cows at the beginning, because 
not many others were able to do 
the milking etc. I especially liked 
taking care of the cows because 
I brought two cows with me - 
Sarasvaty and Sita - which were 
destined for the slaughterhouse. 
They were indeed happy days for 
me. 

Later I also cooked for our 
Deities Sri Sri Gaura Nitai, took 
care of the murti (deity) of Srila 
Prabhupada and also guided 
the guests who came to visit the 
farm. At that time the farm was 
very well known, with journalists 
and TV people visiting frequent- 
ly. Hunger for spirituality was 
very high in the post-Communist 
era and a self-sufficient farm of 
an oriental group was very attrac- 
tive to the local population. A lot 
of guests came to the farm, and I 
answered their questions about 
self-sufficient agriculture and also 
about our philosophy. In this way 
I gained my first experiences of 
preaching. The guests admired us 
and I think that some of them also 
envied bur comfortable and calm 
life. A lot of them also stayed on 
the farm for a few days and some 
of them even became devotees. 

Turya Das - one of the found- 
ers of the farm and a disciple of 
Srila Prabhupada - was accept- 


ed by a small group of devotees 
as their guru. I too appreciated 
his service and therefore I also 
joined this group of aspiring dis- 
ciples, waiting for Turya Das to be 
given permission to initiate disci- 
ples. Turya was a very good or- 
ganizer and businessman, and 
in addition to the Hare Krishna 
farm he started two Govinda res- 
taurants in Prague. Hence he at- 
tracted a lot of devotees and his 
group of aspiring disciples con- 
tinued to grow. However, in 1996 
during the Centennial anniversary 
celebrations of Srila Prabhupada's 
appearance, a scandal broke out 
regarding Turya prabhu and ex- 
tra-marital liaisons. Afterwards, 
the temple council decided that 
Turya and his family must leave 
the farm. 

This was really shocking news 
for me and also for a lot of others. 
The devotees began to leave the 
farm. Now there are only 12 dev- 
otees staying at the farm from 
the 50 there in 1996. Soon af- 
terwards two unauthorised gu- 
rus, Harikesa Swami and Jagadisa 
Goswami, were exposed engag- 
ing in illicit activities, and there- 
fore I started to become more in- 
terested in other spiritual mas- 
ters and alternative opinions re- 
garding ISKCON. I could see that 
the preaching of the ISKCON gu- 
rus could not compare with the 
realized and universal teaching of 
Srila Prabhupada. I also noticed 
that Srila Prabhupada's Bhagavad- 
gita had been changed from the 
original Macmillan edition, and I 
could not understand why. 

At this time I became attract- 
ed to one such "alternative think- 
er" in ISKCON, by the name of 
Kundali Das. He was popular and 
everybody in the Czech ISKCON 
knew his book called The Nectar 
of Discrimination. Kundali regu- 
larly came to the Czech Republic 
from 1 994 to 1 998 and gained fol- 
lowers. I went along to Kundali's 
lectures in the Autumn of 1996, 


which were not allowed to be 
held in the ISKCON temples. I was 
confused as to how someone like 
Kundali could be promoted by 
ISKCON as being bona fide, and 
then so quickly rejected as being 
unauthorised, and even forbid- 
den from coming to the temple. 

This, added with gurus fall- 
ing down, definitely convinced 
me that something was seriously 
wrong with ISKCON, though I did 
not know exactly what. Kundali 
had an interesting explanation. 
He agreed that there were serious 
problems in ISKCON, and that the 
ISKCON gurus were not qualified, 
because they had not understood 
the material modes of nature and 
their workings, as given in the 
14th chapter of the Bhagavad- 
gita. However, Kundali also pre- 
sented himself as an alternative 
guru, and he stated that the solu- 
tion was simply to follow him and 
everything would be fine. I agreed 
with his analysis of the three ma- 
terial modes of nature and be- 
came his follower, despite being 
warned by local ISKCON author- 
ities not to do so. Consequently, 

I ended leaving the Hare Krishna 
farm, as I was now no longer wel- 
come there. 

I then stayed with my par- 
ents for about three months and 
managed to buy part of a deso- 
late village in a border region of 
South Bohemia. I built a small 
house made from stones and un- 
burned soil in the spring of 1997. 
I then presented this project as a 
new Hare Krishna village called 
Krishnovy domky ("Krishna's cot- 
tages"). I organized permacul- 
ture-self-sufficient seminars here 
and I also gave lectures on the 
Bhagavad-gita in the nearby town 
of Ceske Budejovice. I wrote two 
books on self-sufficiency and also 
published an article in Czech ecol- 
ogy magazines. This new project 
got great publicity by having a 
large article about it published in 
a well known Czech magazine.

I then helped to organize 
a seminar for Kundali in 1998. 
However, at this time, being nat- 
urally inquisitive, I also quizzed 
Kundali regarding his philosophy 
and his position. This prompt- 
ed Kundali to write back that my 
questions to him were not "hum- 
ble" and that I would no long- 
er have the honour of being his 
"disciple" Though it was definite- 
ly not my intention at the time to 
get rejected by him by my ques- 
tioning, I could realise later that 
this was all Krishna's arrangement 
to again save me from yet anoth- 
er unauthorised guru. So again I 
was back to taking shelter direct- 
ly of Srila Prabhupada; however I 
still thought that I needed a "liv- 
ing" or physically present spiritu- 
al master, as I had been taught at 
the farm. 

For a further two years I con- 
tinued to live a secluded life in the 
middle of the forest, in the Hare 
Krishna village I had built, -but felt 
a need to settle down and start 
a family. So I accepted a job in a 
new vegetarian restaurant called 
Avatar in Brno, which is the sec- 
ond largest city in the Czech 
Repubic. Avatar restaurant was 
set up by Mr. Kozbik, a success- 
ful businessman, who helped pio- 
neer vegetarinism throughoutthe 
Czech Republic via the use of soya 
meat substitutes, of which he is 
also the country's largest supplier, 
and who is also a follower of Srila 
Prabhupada's philosophy. I start- 
ed work in Avatar as a cook, and 
within 6 months Mr Kozbik of- 


fered me the opportunity to buy 
the restuarant on hire purchase. 

I agreed and became the owner 
of this restaurant on May 4, 2001 , 
and finished making all payments 
by 2004. I also met a nice yoga 
teacher named Madhu who regu- 
larly visited Avatar in 2001 , and we 
married in 2003. Our son Michael 
was born on February 2, 2004. 

Now that I was well settled 
with a successful business, a kind 
wife and a nice son, to make my 
life complete I still required the 
most important ingredient of all 
- a bona fide spiritual master. Of 
course, I was still convinced that 
it could not be Srila Prabhupada, 
and therefore sometime at the 
end of 2004 I began to pray in 
earnest to Krishna to send me a 
bona fide spiritual master. Almost 
immediately Krishna reciprocat- 
ed, for in the beginning of 2005 
I received an e-mail offering me 
a free subscription to Back To 
Prabhupada (BTP) magazine. I ac- 
cepted and within a week I had re- 
ceived the magazines and was lit- 
erally blown away by the contents. 
I now had my eyes opened to the 
fact that Srila Prabhupada could 
be my spiritual master, and in- 
deed he always was! The explana- 
tions contained within the maga- 
zine regarding Srila Prabhupada's 
final order on initiations for 
ISKCON via his July 9th, 1977 di- 
rective, were conclusive for me. 
Srila Prabhupada clearly stated 
that all members of ISKCON have 
to be his disciples, and he only au- 
thorised ritvik representatives to 


act on his behalf, not guru succes- 
sors. 

I communicated frequently 
with Krishnakant prabhu, the ed- 
itor of BTP, and began to support 
the IRM and organise IRM pro- 
grams at the restaurant. I then 
invited Krishnakant to come to 
the Czech Republic and man- 
aged to organize a successful IRM 
seminar at Avatar restaurant in 
August 2005, where Krishnakant 
gave a mutli-media presenta- 
tion. About 30 devotees from 
all over the Czech Republic at- 
tended and came to know of the 
truth about the final directives 
of Srila Prabhupada. Mr. Kobzik 
also took part in our seminar and 
has become inspired to support 
the IRM in re-establishing Srila 
Prabhupada's true position. 

I also liaise regularly with a 
secondary school here in Brno, 
and they ask me to lecture about 
the Hare Krishna movement there 
from time to time. I show vide- 
os of Srila Prabhupada and get 
many •questions from the stu- 
dents there. 

I have also arranged for the 
translation of The Final Order in 
Czech, which is almost complete. 
Our next project is to translate the 
Special Summary Issue of Back To 
Prabhupada into Czech. 

In addition, I organise regu- 
lar Sunday feast programs at the 
restaurant every fortnight and am 
also preparing to open a temple 
near the restaurant in a nearby 
property I have rented. The open- 
ing is planned for mid-2006. 


So as can be seen, with the 
mercy of Srila Prabhupada and 
the devotees, I have many plans 
for trying to spread the mis- 
sion of the IRM here in the Czech 
Republic. 

Following my disappoint- 
ments in finding a spiritual mas- 
ter, I had lost enthusiasm for 
chanting 16 rounds. One very 
beneficial aspect of coming into 
contact with the real truth about 
Srila Prabhupada via the IRM was 
that now I have once again be- 
come inspired to chant 1 6 rounds. 
In fact, whilst corresponding with 
Krishnakant this was one of the 
first things he encouraged me to 
do. 

I am very happy that I have 
learnt about the IRM organization 
and that I can cooperate with the 
real disciples of Srila Prabhupada. 
I am happy that I can serve Krishna 
in our very nice restaurant, distrib- 
ute prasadam, and cook for the 
Deities in the association of dev- 
otees, as well as spread informa- 
tion about the true wishes of the 
spiritual master for all of us, Srila 
Prabhupada. 

I am also stiN in contact with 
ISKCON devotees, and I am look- 
ing forward to ISKCON's unifica- 
tion under the leadership of its 
founder-acharya and our only 
spiritual master, His Divine Grace 
Srila Prabhupada.

I n previous issues of BTP, we have 
quoted Gauri Das, the Temple 
President of Bhaktivedanta 
Manor who has banned IRM 
devotees from taking darshan of 
the Deities there, admitting that 
some ISKCON gurus, sannyasis and 
leaders are suspected of amassing 
great wealth: 

"Recently we had to contribute 
$60,000 to the legal case in USA. 
When we discussed sending the 
money many devotees who work 
very hard to raise it, asked 'what 
about Gurus, Sannyasis and leaders 
who have accumulated gifted 
money, will they be contributing 
anything?' And they were serious 
because there is talk about 
individuals especially sannyasis 
and Gurus having amassed gifted 
money." 

(Gauri Das, 'Financial disclosures by 
ISKCON leaders', January 4th, 2004) 

8 years previously, ISKCON 
guru Jayadvaita Swami had 
similarly confessed that some of 
his guru peers had indeed stolen 
money from Srila Prabhupada's 
movement: 

"FACT: ISKCON gurus have 

usurped and misused money, 
and diverted other ISKCON 
resources for their own personal 
prestige and sense gratification." 
('Where the Ritvik People Are Right', 
Jayadvaita Swami, 1996) 

In BTP 2, we highlighted an 
example of a former ISKCON guru, 
Harikesa, who following his exit 
from the movement acquired 
a million dollar luxury villa. 


However, the charge of personal 
acquisition of gifted money is not 
confined only to ISKCON gurus 
and sannyasis, who by definition 
are meant to be the most 
materially renounced members of 
ISKCON. Some Temple Presidents 
and other ISKCON leaders are also 
suspected to be riding on this 
gravy train, drawing salaries to 
finance their lifestyles from the 
large temple donations given by 
the pious Hindu community. This 
practice of "salaried brahmanas" 
is condemned and thus strictly 
forbidden by Srila Prabhupada, as 
we see below: 

The brahminical principle 

"Kings like Maharaja Pariksit 
had their council of advisers, 
and all the members of that 
council were either great sages or 
brahmanas of the first order. They 
did not accept any salary, nor 
had they any necessity for such 
salaries. The state would get the 
best advice without expenditure 
[...] Such council members were 
not fools or representatives to 
compose a fool's paradise. They 
were all self-realized souls" 
[Srimad-Bhagavatam, 1.16.1, purport) 

"No salary, no contract, that "If 
you pay me hundred dollars or 
five hundred dollars weekly, then 
I can teach you." No. There is no 
such contract. Teaching is free. It is 
the business of a brahmana to give 
free education to everyone. " 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, May 27th, 1972) 


No salaries allowed in ISKCON 

"Why salary? Krsna's servant. 
We are eternal servant. That is the 
beauty of our institution. We have 
no hired men. Unless one is sincere, 
why he'll work? (Srila Prabhupada 
Room Conversation, August 3rd, 1976) 

"So here there is no question of 
salary. Here the institution must be 
maintained, strictly following the 
principles ofBhagavad-gita." 

(Srila Prabhupada Room Conversation, 
April 15th, 1977) 

"Regarding the restaurant, 
why they should get salary? There 
should be no salary. You are 
working without salary, so why 
they should take. They are not very 
important men. So after this month 
arrange for no one to get any salary 
there. That will be nice." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, July 16th, 1975) 

"...But the temple should not 
provide them with salary to enjoy 
their life... But what is this? They 
are given high salary. Because 
his service is essential-"A\\ right, 
you take apartment.".. ..You take 
prasadam. But why salary? Where 
is the question of salary? Where is 
vairagya, renouncement? So in all 
circumstances the salary process 
should be stopped. One who wants 
salary, he can work outside. . . In Los 
Angeles it is very freely going on. In 
the name of Vaisnavism they are 
drawing salary, living comfortably, 
having sense enjoyment. This is 
not good, not at all. So you all high 
officers, you think over it and do 
the needful" (Srila Prabhupada Room 
Conversation, IB! Mil) 


"So these things should be 
stopped, that they should live 
comfortably with husband and 
wife, children, and take salary from 
the... Besides that, in our BBT it is 
clearly written that "Fifty percent 
for printing book, and fifty percent 
for..." So you cannot violate this. 
Those who can give voluntary 
service, "Welcome." Otherwise we 
don't require. At least they should 
not be given any salary. That is very 
bad. This is against principle." 

(Srila Prabhupada Room Conversation, 
April 28th, 1977) 

False brahmanas charge fees 

"No, they are not brahmanas. 
Those who give education in 
exchange for money — they are not 
brahmanas. For instance, we are 
lecturing, educating people. We 
don't say, "Give us a sal ary.".. We are 
not asking money — "First of all pay 
the fee; then you can come and 
learn Bhagavad-gita." We never 
say that...That is dog's business." 
(Srila Prabhupada Room Conversation, 
April 28th, 1977)

S ince the physical departure of His Divine Grace A. C. Bhaktivedanta Swami Srila Prabhupada from our material vision on November 1 4th 
1977, the International Society For Krishna Consciousness (ISKCON), the great movement which he single-handedly founded in 1966, 
and which is the only hope for humanity, has undergone a massive deterioration in its spiritual purity. This has been due to various devi- 
ations from the instructions and standards given by Srila Prabhupada, the chief of which being his displacement as the sole diksa Guru for 
ISKCON. The ISKCON Revival Movement (IRM) seeks to restore ISKCON to its former glory, purity and philosophical chastity through the re- 
institution of all the instructions and standards that Srila Prabhupada gave, beginning with his role as the sole authority and diksa Guru for 
ISKCON. The IRM's position is set out in The Final Order - see back page to order your free copy.

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No order: No stopping Sriia Prabhupada 


I n the Sri Caitanya-caritamrita, it 
is stated: 

'The order of the spiritual 
master is the active principle in 
spiritual life." 

(Caitanya-caritamrta, Adi-lila, 12:10) 

This should, be an obvious 
point - we only do what the spir- 
itual master tells us, and if he has 
not asked us to do something, we 
should not do it. 

The commencement order 

It is agreed by everyone that 
on July 9th, 1977 Sriia Prabhupada 
authorised that a ritvik system of 
initiation using representatives 
be operated in ISKCON. Thus the 
spiritual master gave an order, and 
according to the verse from the 
Caitanya-caritamrta given above, 
we should follow this order. 

The termination order 

However, on November 
15th, 1977, the day after Sriia 
Prabhupada's departure, the GBC 
decided that ISKCON must now 
stop following this ritvik order of 
Sriia Prabhupada. The obvious 
question is WHY? By the verse 
given in the Caitanya-caritamrta , 
and also by the mechanism which 
brought this order into being in 
the first place, the only possible 
reason that could justify termi- 
nating this order would be if Sriia 
Prabhupada ordered it; that is, 
if Sriia Prabhupada ordered that 
on his departure the ritvik system 
should be terminated. However, 
such an order has neither been 
found nor even proposed as ex- 
isting by the GBC. Thus by the 
verse from the Caitanya-caritam- 
rta , the conclusion is clear - one 
cannot stop the ritvik order of 
Sriia Prabhupada without a coun- 
termanding order. And the IRM's 
position is therefore authorised. 

However, in the absence of 
such a clear termination order 
from Sriia Prabhupada, the GBC 
and its supporters have invent- 
ed many fanciful and constantly 


changing explanations as to how 
one can indeed stop the order of 
the spiritual master without an or- 
der to do so. 

a) Order given in advance 

The first explanation was 
that on May 28th, 1977, Sriia 
Prabhupada had already stat- 
ed that the ritviks he appointed 
would automatically transmog- 
rify into full-fledged diksa gurus 
immediately on his departure. 
This "appointment" theory last- 
ed 1 1 years before it was ditched 
by the GBC (the Great Guru Hoax, 
part 1). 

b) Order not needed 

However, around 1986-87, In 
order to usher in the Great Guru 
Hoax, part 2, where now anyone 
could be guru, it was now pro- 
posed that an order terminating 
the ritvik system and appointing 
them as gurus was never need- 
ed. Now it was proposed that it 
was "understood" by the "law of 
disciplic succession", that on the 
departure of the guru all his dis- 
ciples become gurus themselves. 
This was a seismic shift in posi- 
tion, for as well as jettisoning the 
previous explanation that the 
May 28th conversation appointed 
1 1 ritviks to metamorphose into 
diksa gurus, it was now proposed 
that one does not even need an or- 
der to terminate the ritvik system. 
It is "automatic" due to the disap- 
pearance of the spiritual master. 
This "law of disciplic succession" 
was stated only in a private letter 
to a deviant disciple, Tusta Krishna 
Das, in 1 975, and not available un- 
til many years later, and states: 

"But as a matter of etiquette it is 
the custom that during the lifetime 
of your spiritual master you bring 
the prospective disciples to him, 
and in his absence or disappear- 
ance you can accept disciples with- 
out any limitation. This is the law of 
disciplic succession." (Sriia Prabhupada 
Letter to Tusta Krishna Das, 2/12/75) 


Now this letter in no way gives 
an order to terminate the ritvik 
system on Sriia Prabhupada's de- 
parture. It simply states that it is 
possible to be a spiritual master 
only if one's guru has disappeared. 
This is therefore giving the time 
period when one can definitely 
NOT be a GURU. It does not order 
the ritvik system to be terminated 
on Sriia Prabhupada's departure, 
with the ritviks automatically be- 
coming diksa gurus. However, it 
was argued by the GBC that such 
an instruction is indeed implied 
in the above instruction, even 
though there is no mention of 
ritviks and when they cannot op- 
erate. Rather, the only order giv- 
en is in regards to when one can 
not act as a GURU, not when one 
can not act as a ritvik, which is the 
order we seek. 

c)Take your pick 

Come the 21st century, and 
now even the "law of disciplic suc- 
cession" explanation, which it- 
self was not really an explanation 
since it merely moved the goal- 
posts and eliminated the need for 
an order from the spiritual master 
completely, has been jettisoned. 
For now the GBC have happily 
broken the "law of disciplic suc- 
cession" they previously promot- 
ed, and authorised at least 3 diksa 
gurus in ISKCON, even though 
their own gurus are still physical- 
ly present on the planet. 

To fill the gap created by the 
lack of a termination order from 
Sriia Prabhupada, with the GBC's 
most recent explanation now in- 
validated by the GBC themselves, 
the answer will depend on who 
you speak to. With there now no 
longer being an official explana- 
tion, the GBC and their supporters 
usually give one of the following 
explanations: 

• The two already given above, 
even though they have been 
rejected by the GBC themselves. 



No order to stop him initiating 


• An appeal to history, "com- 
mon sense" and " sastra " (scrip- 
ture), that "obviously" the ritvik 
system cannot continue in the 
physical absence of the guru. 

• An appeal to general instruc- 
tions from Sriia Prabhupada 
wherein he states the qualifica- 
tions of a guru, or asks his dis- 
ciples to "become guru" (none 
of which state that the disciples 
are authorised to automatical- 
ly become diksa gurus the very 
second Sriia Prabhupada de- 
parts, thereby terminating the 
ritvik order). 

• Various other assorted specu- 
lations and theories. 

Conclusion 

We have an order instituting 
a ritvik system in ISKCON, a fact 
agreed on by everyone. We have 
no specific order terminating it. 
This fact is also agreed on by eve- 
ryone. Game over at this point 
for anyone who accepts the verse 
from the Caitanya-caritamrta giv- 
en at the outset. 

But as we have seen, there are 
others who will go to any lengths 
to cover up for the lack of a ritvik 
termination order from Sriia 
Prabhupada, such as first saying 
one thing, then saying another, 
then saying you don't even need 
an order, and then just throwing 
the field open for anything any- 
one can think up. 

We will leave it to the readers 
to choose which path they wish to 
follow.

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No.l GBC guru system apologist: Case Study of 


T hough His Holiness Jaydavaita 
Swami (henceforward 'JS'), a 
GBC voted-in ISKCON guru, has 
never been a GBC member, he is 
however one of their most enthu- 
siastic supporters when it comes 
to defending the GBC's guru sys- 
tem (only to be expected, since he 
himself is a product of this system). 
Though JS will frequently criti- 
cise the GBC on other issues, this 
cannot mask the unbridled sup- 
port he lends in trying to defend 
their guru system. Throughout 
the years he has been a con- 
stant player in acting as an apol- 
ogist for the GBC's guru system: 

1) In 1990, when there was a 
'debate' on the GBC's guru system, 
he along with Ravindra Svarupa 
Das was chosen to represent the 
GBC's side in this debate. 

2) In 1993, when the ritvik 
idea was beginning to spread in 
the UK, he was called to deal with 
the issue, giving a lecture specif- 
ically on the topic to congrega- 
tional members. 

3) He also met personally with 
the editor of Back To Prabhupada 
magazine in 1 995 in the UK, to try 
and get him to see the "error of his 
ways" ( Back To Prabhupada maga- 
zine was actually published previ- 
ously by the same editor in 1 995). 

4) In 1996 and 1998, he 
authored two papers, Where the 
Ritvik People are Wrong and Where 
the Ritvik People are Wrong Again, 
to again try and squash the ritvik 
uprising. 

5) In recent years he has op- 
posed BTP, infamously organis- 
ing a group of brahmacaris at the 
2004 LA Ratha Yatra Festival to go 
and grab back all the BTP maga- 
zines which had been distributed 
to the devotees. (See BTP 5, pag- 
es 6-7 for full story). 

6) He also "helps out" 
on internet forums where 
the GBC supporters are of- 
ten found struggling in* de- 
bate against IRM members. 


We now analyse these efforts of JS 
over the years to defend the GBC's 
guru system. 

Background 

In 1987, JS launched a scath- 
ing attack on the GBC as follows: 

"[...] 8. The GBC has failed 
to maintain and protect the 
spiritual standards of the Society 
[...] 16. The GBC members have 
allowed, have failed to halt, or 
have arranged for or demanded 
gross misappropriation of 
facilities and funds for their 
own self-aggrandizement [...] 
1 8. The GBC has needlessly kept 
incompetent, fallen, or deviant 
persons as active members of 
the GBC body, suppressing, 
denying, and misrepresenting 
the nature of their incompetence, 
fall, and deviation [...] 23. The 
GBC members have displayed 
gross, rampant impurity 
in their dealings with one 
another [...] 28. The members 
of the GBC have neglected and 
misrepresented numerous other 
teachings and instructions of His 
Divine Grace A.C. Bhaktivedanta 
Swami Prabhupada [...] 29. The 
GBC has failed to adequately 
respond to just and ongoing 
pleas for self-reform [...] 32. By 
allowing, advocating, taking 
part in, perpetuating, and 
defending these and other 
forms of contamination and 
decay, the members of the 
GBC have brought the ultimate 
managing authority of the 
entire International Society for 
Krishna Consciousness to a state 
of disrepute and pollution." 
[Several Grievances Against the GBC, 
Jayadvaita Swami, March 5th, 1987) 

For good measure, JS also 
adds that what he has stated per- 
tains specifically to "all or many 
present GBC men". However, these 
are the same GBC men from whom 
Jayadvaita Swami had happily 


lined-up to take endorsement, to 
be voted-in as one of their gurus, 
just one year earlier: 

"The GBC approves of the fol- 
lowing devotees to begin the 
responsibility of initiating spir- 
itual master after 1 year period 
and final deliberation, 
a. Kavichandra Swami b. Jagad 
Guru Swami c. Prahaladananda 
Swami d.Trivrikram Swami 

e. Jayadwaita Swami 

f. Bhakticaru Swami" 

(GBC Resolutions 19, 1986) 

So having on the one hand 
claimed the GBC is effectively rot- 
ten to the core, JS simultaneously 
had absolutely no compunction 
in elevating the same GBC to su- 
preme ecclesiastical status when 
it came to receiving his own guru 
certification to be worshipped as 
"good as God," only a year earlier. 

We will see that his subse- 
quent career in defending the 
GBC's guru system is character- 
ized by such similarly contradicto- 
ry positions. 

The law is not a law 

In his 1996 paper, Where the 
Ritvik People Are Wrong, JS refers 
to the following "law", which is ex- 
tracted from a private letter sent 
by Srila Prabhupada to a deviant 
disciple: 

" But as a matter of etiquette it is 
the custom that during the lifetime 
of your Spiritual master you bring 
the prospective disciples to him, 
and in • his absence or disappear- 
ance you can accept disciples with- 
out any limitation. This is the law of 
disciplic succession." 

(Letter to Tusta Krishna, 2/12/75) 

JS then claims that due to this 
law the ritvik system would mean 
that: 

"Srila Prabhupada, in his last 
few months, reversed what he'd 
taught for the previous ten years" 
(Where the Ritvik People are Wrong, 
Jayadvaita Swami, 1996) 

Again quoting this law he 
further goes on to say: "That a 
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spiritual master initiates until his 

departure and then his disciples 
initiate next is the normal system. 
On this we are all in agreement. This 
is what Srila Prabhupada taught 
the entire time he was with us." 

( Where the Ritvik People are Wrong, 
Jayadvaita Swami, 1996, emphasis added) 

However a few years later, 
JS became one of the first peo- 
ple to break this law, when he al- 
lowed his own disciple, Kadamba 
Kanana Swami, to accept disciples 
in his presence, and further JS 
himself stopped initiating! So ac- 
cording to his own words, it is not 
the ritvik system, but JS, who is 
reversing what Srila Prabhupada 
taught for the previous ten years. 
He also has gone against what he 
claims is the normal system, and 
what he claims Srila Prabhupada 
taught the entire time he was 
with us. Thus he has done a mas- 
sive 1 80° turn in what he said pre- 
viously, and by his own words is 
now rejecting everything Srila 
Prabhupada taught. 

This reversal from JS is under- 
standable, since he agrees with 
the IRM that this "law" does not 
in any case provide proof that 
Srila Prabhupada cannot contin- 
ue as the diksa Guru for ISKCON. 
Referring to the letter to Tusta 
Krishna quoted above where the 
"law" is mentioned, JS states: 

"I accept that this quotation 
doesn't "prove" that a departed 
acarya can't initiate. I never said 
that it does." 

(Jayadvaita Swami, 4th June, 2004) 
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Parampara ends the parampara 
(disicplic succession) 

Referring to Srila Prabhupada's 
Last Will and Testament, where it 
states that all executive directors 
for the ISKCON properties in India 
must in perpetuity always be initi- 
ated disciples of Srila Prabhupada, 
JS agrees with the IRM that: 

"the will is signed by Srila 
Prabhupada, and it clearly says 
that each successor director should 
be Srila Prabhupada's initiated dis- 
ciple." ( Where the Ritvik People are Wrong, 
Jayadvaita Swami,1996) 

This of course can only hap- 
pen if the ritvik system is in place 
for all time in ISKCON, and there- 
fore every future devotee be- 
comes "Srila Prabhupada's initiat- 
ed disciple." 

Explaining how future ISKCON 
devotees can become Srila 
Prabhupada's initiated disci- 
ples, JS states: 

"And ultimately one can be- 
come not only his disciple in spirit 
but his "initiated disciple" through 
the guru-parampara system" 
(Where the Ritvik People are Wrong, 
Jayadvaita Swami,1996) 

So JS claims the guru- 
parampara system will enable 
a future ISKCON devotee to be- 
come Srila Prabhupada's initiat- 
ed disciple. 

In a subsequent paper JS 
states the ritvik system brings: "an 
end to the parampara system" 
(Where the Ritvik People are Wrong Again, 
Jayadvaita Swami, 1998) 

JS claims here that one be- 
coming Srila Prabhupada's initi- 
ated disciple (which is the effect 
of the ritvik system), brings an end 
to the parampara system. But we 
have also just seen JS claim that 
one becomes Srila Prabhupada's 
initiated disciple through the 
" guru-parampara system" and 
as this is identical in effect to the 
ritvik system, it should therefore 
according to JS's words also have 
the same result as the ritvik sys- 


tem, namely to bring an end to 
the parampara system. Therefore 
JS's words lead to the conclusion 
that the parampara system ends 
the parampara system! 

This is not just a 180° reversal, 
but a real 360° head-spinner. 

Not dear, yet very dear 

Turning to the GBC's key piece 
of evidence, the May 28th, 1977 
conversation (see BTP 3), JS again 
presents a very contradictory po- 
sition. The conversation begins 
with Srila Prabhupada stating he 
will appoint ritviks when asked 
how initiations will continue "par- 
ticularly at that time" when he is 
"no longer with us". Then asked 
if those initiated by such a system 
are his disciples, Srila Prabhupada 
answers unequivocally, "Yes, they 
are disciples." These statements 
clearly contradict the GBC's posi- 
tion, and therefore to try and ex- 
plain them away, JS offers the fol- 
lowing gobbledygook: 

"I sense a kind of merging 
here, because Prabhupada's talk- 
ing about ' ritvik acaryas, I'll ap- 
point officiating gurus'- it's almost 
like sliding into one. Therefore it's 
mergy in the middle there. [. . .] So 
there's a kind of a blending there 
where he's talking about 'regular 
guru'. [...] I should point out that 
this wasfairly characteristic of con- 
versations with Srila Prabhupada. 
Things were not always clear... so 
this was a fairly typical, cloudy re- 
sponse. "So they may also be con- 
sidered your disciples" "Yes, they 
are disciples" That's a very mys- 
tifying sort of answer. It didn't 
quite clinch the question." 

(Questions and Answers, Jayadvaita Swami, 
ISKCON South London, 1993) 

So as soon as Srila Prabhupada 
does not say what the GBC want, 
JS claims Srila Prabhupada's 
speaking is "mergy", "sliding into 
one", "blending", "not always clear", 
"cloudy" and "mystifying". And 
to add insult to injury, for good 
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measure JS helpfully adds that 
this is "fairly characteristic of con- 
versations with Srila Prabhupada"! 
And Srila Prabhupada stating un- 
equivocally that "Yes, they are 
disciples", supposedly "didn't 
quite clinch the question" - obvi- 
ously not, since it was not the re- 
ply the future guru hoaxers want- 
ed to hear! 

Yet truly "mystifying" is JS's 
next assertion, that having just 
considered most of the conversa- 
tion completely unclear, as soon 
as we get to the last sentence 
where Srila Prabhupada mentions 
the magic "guru" word - "he be- 
comes regular guru" - JS states: 

"but by the end it's very clear" 
(Questions and Answers, Jayadvaita Swami, 
ISKCON South London, 1993) 

So from this we learn the fol- 
lowing rule from the JS school of 
understanding Srila Prabhupada's 
instructions. If Srila Prabhupada 
states something which contra- 
dicts your position, label it as be- 
ing "unclear", "cloudy", "mergy", 
"mystifying" etc., and that this 
is "fairly characteristic" of Srila 
Prabhupada's conversations. If, 
however, 5 seconds later, in the 
same conversation, you spot 
something that you think may 
help your position, do a 1 80° turn, 
and suddenly declare that now it 
is "very clear". (Of course, it does 
not actually help his position, 
for as we have pointed out, Srila 
Prabhupada states that "he be- 
comes regular guru", only "when I 
order"- an order Srila Prabhupada 
never gave). 

Openess and honesty 

In his 1996 paper, Where the 
Ritvik People are Right, though JS 
states that the ritvik position is 
wrong philosophically, he does 
concede that we are right to 
raise certain points. He then very 
eloquently enumerates many of 
these points (so well enumerated 
that as BTP readers will know, we 
often quote him!), and ends by 



stating: 

"The spiritual leaders of ISKCON 
ought to recognize the importance 
of these questions and deal with 
them honestly, openly, sincerely, 
and deeply" 

( Where the Ritvik People are Right, 
Jayadvaita Swami, 1996) 

A very commendable sug- 
gestion. However, we have al- 
ready noted JS's own contribu- 
tion to dealing with these same 
questions "honestly" and "open- 
ly". He organises for devotees to 
snatch back copies of BTP from 
devotees who have voluntarily ac- 
cepted them. How is preventing 
devotees from reading the argu- 
ments for themselves, and mak- 
ing up their own minds, dealing 
with the questions raised against 
the GBC guru system "openly and 
honestly '? 

Conclusion 

We do not want this anal- 
ysis to detract from Jayadvaita 
Maharaja's outspokenness on the 
GBC's other positions, where we 
are in agreement with Maharaja, 
in particular his excellent at- 
tack on ISKCON's lurch towards 
philanthropy. But he needs to 
drop his fruitless and self-defeat- 
ing attempted defence of the 
GBC's guru system, and we invite 
Maharaja to work together with 
the IRM on the positions we have 
in common.

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The commercialisation of ISKCON 


I n the last issue, we described 
the phenomenon of the "green 
card devotee" - someone who 
joins ISKCON from a "third world" 
country primarily as a means to 
escape poverty, attracted by the 
opulence of the bogus gurus. 
We showed how these devotees 
then leave having tasted a higher 
standard of material living, a fact 
confirmed by HH Indradyumna 
Swami in hisdiaryduring hisfund- 
raising trip to Russia: 

"it seems that the opulence 
of present-day Moscow has 
bewildered some devotees, and 
they have compromised or even 
given up their Krsna consciousness. 
"It's true," I thought. "It's happened 
elsewhere as well." 

This is proof positive that the 
current guru system in ISKCON 
has no potency, since during 
Srila Prabhupada's time the 
reverse phenomenon occurred, 
with Westerners giving up their 
materially opulent lifestyles to 
dedicate their lives to ISKCON 
when Srila Prabhupada was the 
only initiating Guru: 

"They are coming from 
respectable, rich parents, nation, 
but they have given up their 
home, their father's opulence, 
mother's opulence. That I have 
seen practically. Practically all my 
students." (Srila Prabhupada Room 
conversation, September 21st, 1973) 
Further evidence of the 
"Western emigration" from 
ISKCON was recently published 
in the ISKCON Communications 
Journal (ICJ): 

"Since its founding by His 
Divine Grace A. C. Bhaktivedanta 
Swami Prabhupada in 1966, the 
International Society for Krishna 
Consciousness (ISKCON) has 
undergone dramatic changes. In 
its formative stages, ISKCON was 
primarily a monastic movement 
comprised of Western converts 
who became well-known for 
enthusiastic proselytising. In the 
past twenty years, monasticism 


in North American ISKCON has 
dwindled and the organisation 
has become congregation-based. 
The face of these congregations 
has grown increasingly Indian. 
The asramas (monastic quarters) 
have been weakened further by a 
dearth of Canadian and American 
recruits. Temples now regularly 
sponsor priests from other countries 
to perform basic functions. 
Some people believe ISKCON is 
maturing, finding its niche as a 
chaplain to the Indian diaspora." 
('Bhakti Vedanta Mission Conference', ICJ , 
Vol. 11,2005) 

ISKCON's removal of Srila 
Prabhupada as the initiating 
Guru and its implementation of 
an unauthorised guru system 
has naturally alienated intelligent 
Westerners from joining the 
mission in the same numbers as 
they were before. This alienation 
is further completed by ISKCON's 
increasing dependence on 
local Hindu communities at the 
expense of other communities. 

As a result, ISKCON has 
deviated from its original spiritual 
mission and adopted commercial 
practices that are increasingly 
following new age philosophies 
and the Hindu dollar than they 
are Srila Prabhupada's original 
teachings. We highlight some of 
these below. 

Mantra for sale 

The mixing of "Hindu" and 
"new age" philosophies with 
Krishna consciousness seems 
to be a growing phenomenon 
in ISKCON. This is particularly 
noticeable in the UK, where two 
temples are selling these ideas as 
business ventures. 

Bhaktivedanta Manor, the 
headquarters of ISKCON UK, 
runs an enterprise called "Veda 
Lifestyle". Its courses include 
'Art of Henna', 'Ayurvedic Head 
Massage' and 'Indian Feng Hfiui'. 
As far as we can tell, these are not 
subjects Srila Prabhupada recom- 


mended should be taught with- 
in his temples, for they have ab- 
solutely nothing to do with de- 
veloping Krishna conscious- 
ness. Fortunately however, "Veda 
Lifestyle" also runs a one-day 
course on 'Mantra MeditaticTn'. 
There is, though, a drawback: the 
course costs US$165 per person, 
and the mantra meditation is mar- 
keted as also offering the follow- 
ing mundane benefits: 

Peaceful contemplation * Focus 
and alertness • Decreasing 
stress • Reducing anxiety 

Thus the sacred maha-mantra 
is being prostituted as some 
mental technique in order to 
generate money. 

Srila Prabhupada, however, 
had different ideas about 
preaching mantra meditation: 

"So here is no cheating 
process. We say that this maha- 
mantra can save you, we are 
distributing publicly, no. Free, 
without any charge.. .And if you 
charge something, if you bluff, 
if you cheat, oh, people will 
follow." (Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 
February 18th, 1969) 

Soul mate yoga 

Over at ISKCON Newcastle in 
the north-east of England, they are 
teaching a course on "Soul mate 
yoga" &nd "Visnu Tattva Tantra" 
specifically for "partners". These 
partners are offered "advanced 
prana exchange", asked to dress 
"romantic casual", and told 
that "you and your loved one" 
can take their "relationship to a 
new dimension". And of course 
all this is offered for SALE - $70 
per couple for a 3 hour session. 
Again one must ask if such 
money-making "yoga" courses are 
authorised by Srila Prabhupada as 
bona fide practises to be offered 
by ISKCON in ISKCON temples. 


Wine and dharma 

Bhaktivedanta College based 
at the ISKCON Radhadesh tem- 
ple in Belgium features a variety 
of courses which are, in the words 
of the College itself, "hallmarks 
of academic and practical train- 
ing in ISKCON today". Akhandadhi 
Das, who was the first Temple 
President of Bhaktivedanta Manor 
in the UK to ban devotees from 
the temple simply for supporting 
Srila Prabhupada's signed, July 
9th 1977 directive on initiations, 
is one of the College's Faculty 
members and teaches a course 
on "Character Development". 
His module is called "Truth and 
Dharma". 

Srila Prabhupada describes 
truth, dharma and character 
development thus: 

"But at the present moment, 
in the Kali-yuga, dharma is 
practically nil. (...) It is stated 
in the Kali-yuga about eighty 
per cent people, they are sinful, 
all sinful. The sinful list we 
have given, the four principles, 
illicit sex life, intoxication, 
meat-eating and gambling." 
(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, April 22nd, 
1973) 

"We generally take bad 
character on the basis of illicit 
sex, meat-eating, intoxication 
and gambling." (Srila Prabhupada 
Conversation, July 4th, 1975) 

According to Bhaktivedanta 
College, Akhandadhi also 
manages Buckland Hall, a retreat 
centre in Wales.' The website of 
this same Buckland Hall states: 

"A bar serving fresh juices or 
alcoholic beverages is available 
to your request?' 

We are then offered an 
extensive "Celebration Wine List": 

"Buckland Hall specialises in 
serving Organic wines chosen 
for their excellence and value." 

A wide range of white, 
red and sparkling wines, and 
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champagnes costing over $50 a 
bottle, are then presented. One 
could therefore reasonably ask: 
given that Srila Prabhupada 
has stated that intoxication is 
one of the four sinful activities 
which destroys dharmo and 
good character, what is ISKCON 
doing employing someone who 
actively sells intoxication as part 
of his livelihood as a teacher at 
its college, on a course that is 
supposed to teach character 
development, truth and dharmat 

Demigod worship 

Above we read how ISKCON 
has lost its missionary outreach 
spirit and has comfortably 
settled into a "niche os a chaplain 
to the Indian diaspora". Some 
observers have labeled this trend 
as the "Hinduisation" of ISKCON. 
Essentially, this means that 
ISKCON is more concerned with 
maintaining its Hindu funding 
than preaching to the world. This 
is evident from the following. 

A new temple project in 
San Diego, run by GBC member 
Badrinarayan Das, will include: 

"Shrine for Ganesh; Shrine 
for Shiva, Murties of Shri Parvati 
(Amba), Linga, Nandi Murti." 

Srila Prabhupada has 
repeatedly stated that the worship 
of demigods is not meant for 
Vaishnavas who are only meant to 
engage in pure devotional service 
to Lord Krishna: 

"Thus by worshiping 

the Supreme Personality of 
Godhead one can satisfy all the 
demigods, but by worshiping 
all the demigods one does 
not completely worship the 
Supreme Lord. Therefore 

worship of the demigods is 
irregular, and it is disrespectful 
to the scriptural injunctions." 
[Srimad-Bhagavtam 4.2.35, purport) 

Given these clear instructions 
from Srila Prabhupada, it is 
therefore very surprising that the 
GBC itself should be establishing 
a temple dedicated to demigod 
worship. 


Such demigod worship in 
Krishna's temple is also promoted 
in other ISKCON centres, such as 
in Spanish Fork, Utah, where we 
are told that the appearance day 
of Lord Shiva will be celebrated 
by the "chanting of Lord Shiva's 
108 names". Yet Srila Prabhupada 
states: 

"This is clearly stated. 
Sravanam kirtanam visnoh: one 
should chant about and glorify 
Lord Visnu, not any demigod." 

(Srimad-Bhagavatam 7.15.72, purport) 

What is interesting also about 
both these temples is that though 
the one in San Diego is run by 
a GBC member, Badrinarayan 
Das, and the one in Utah is run 
by a GBC voted-in-guru, Caru 
Das, neither are registered in the 
names of ISKCON, as mandated 
by Srila Prabhupada in his last Will 
and Testament: 

"Each temple will be an 
ISKCON property and will be 
managed by three executive 
directors." (Clause 2, Srila Prabhupada's 
Last Will and Testament) 

This opening of "ISKCON" 
temples which are not actually in 
the name of ISKCON seems to be 
a trend, as we learn from the $61 
million "Sedona Center of Vedic 
Culture" to be constructed in 
Arizona. According to the project's 
press statement, "the project will 
not be officially operating under the 
name of Iskcon, it will be structured 
and based on Srila Prabhupada's 
teachings and vision , and will be 
"Iskcon friendly" " 

This is highly ironic for whilst 
it is the IRM which is mistakenly 

criticised as being "anti-ISKCON". 

it is actually the GBC and ISKCON 

gurus who no longer have any 

faith in ISKCON! The IRM is the 

only organisation which wishes to 

make ISKCON glorious again - not 

run away from using its name! 

The Arizona project 
recognises that: "America seems 
to be left in the dust, seemingly 
struggling in most cases of trying 
to maintain temples, with a lack of 
laxmi and devotees, projects which 
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were started more than 30 years 
ago!" 

Project director, ISKCON GBC 
voted-in guru HH Bhakti Svarupa 
Damodar Swami, stated: "America 
needs one very big project to 
come about to raise the hope and 
enthusiasm of the Vaishnavas in 
America, and I think that this may 
be the one" 

It seems that since ISKCON in 
the US is struggling to maintain 
temples, finances and most 
importantly devotees, they have 
thrown in the towel and have 
decided instead that the only 
way to survive is to ditch Srila 
Prabhupada's instructions, and 
operate as semi-Hindu pseudo- 
ISKCON temples. Yet it was only 
due to ditching Srila Prabhupada's 
instructions, in particular his 
instruction to keep him as the 
diksa Guru for ISKCON, that all the 
problems began in the first place! 

Philanthropy 

A recent ISKCON-inspired 
initiative is the "1-Foundation" 
in the UK. The Foundation's 
Advisory Board includes several 
ISKCON devotees, including GBC- 
elected gurus Bhakti Caru Swami, 
Radhanath Swami and Sivarama 
Swami. The first main project of 
the 1-Foundation is establishing 
a Hindu primary school in the 
UK in affiliation with ISKCON as 
a "faith partner", funded by the 
Government. This is another 
activity not approved by Srila 
Prabhupada, since he specifically 
wanted the creation of bona 
fide gurukulas within ISKCON 
to train students in Krishna 
consciousness. Srila Prabhupada 
never authorised the opening of 
Government schools, where the 
Government ordained curriculum 
must be taught. Throwing in a 
"Hindu assembly"and some token 
classes on "Hinduism" cannot 
change the essential nature of 
the school, which is to produce 
academic scholars, rather than 
devq#ees of Krishna, which was 
the # purpose of the gurukulas, 
which Prabhupada authorised.

Conclusion 

Selling mantras, selling "soul 
mate yoga" courses, opening 
non-ISKCON temples, promoting 
demigod worship, opening 
Government schools etc. It seems 
with the passing of time, and 
the failure of ISKCON at all levels 
due to its unauthorised guru 
system, ISKCON is responding by 
deviating even more from Srila 
Prabhupada's directives, seeing 
its financial health and popularity 
with the Hindu community as the 
new measures of success. We are 
not condemning these activities 

per se. and they may have value 

in their own right: our only point 

is that ISKCON was not pain- 

stakingly established bv Srila 
Prabhupada for it and its devotees 

to be involved in such activities. 

There was a time, long ago, 
when there was only one measure 
of success for ISKCON - fidelity 
to Srila Prabhupada. However, 
having thrown Srila Prabhupada 
out as the Guru of his own society, 
anything goes, and we should not 
atall be surprised atthedeviations 
which will follow. Rather, such 
deviations should actually be 
expected as a natural progression. 
Watch this space for further 
deviations occuring in the name 
of "innovative preaching", and 
keeping the "money coming in". 
The dilution, de-spiritualisation 
and commercialisation of ISKCON 
will only continue until we restore 
Srila Prabhupada to his rightful 
position as the diksa Guru. That 
will be a start in following his 
instructions and rebuilding 
the mission he so carefully and 
precisely created for the benefit 
of mankind.
